1Q. When a motion is stated by the Moderator it U 
in possession of the Association, but may be withdrawn 
by the mover at any time before a decision or amendment. 

11. When a question is under debate no motion 
shall be received except to lay on the table, postpone in- 
definitely, commit or amend, which said motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they are stated; 
but a motion to adjourn is always in order, except when 
a member is speaking- or the body is eng-ag-ed in voting. 

12. All questions, except such as relate to the Con- 
stitution, the Rules of Decorum, or the reception or ex- 
clusion of churches, shall be decided by a majority of the 
votes; in the excepted cases two-thirds are required. 

13. Filling blanks with particular numbers, the ques- 
tion shall be taken on the highest number and longest 
time. 

14. When a motion has once been decided, a mem- 
ber voting with the majority may move for reconsidera- 
tion on any day during the session. 

15. No speaker shall be interrupted unless he be out 
of order, and no member shall speak more than twice on 
the same proposition without leave of the Association. 

16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency 
to interrupt speaking or the business of the Association. 

17. The appellation of "Brother" shall be used by 
members in their addresses one to another. 

18. The Clerk shall read thes2 rules at the opening of 
every session of the Association. 

19. Any member violating these rules shall be re- 
proved by the Moderator. 
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CONSTITUTION. 



Article 1. This Association shall be known by the 
name of the Calhoun County Baptist Association. 

Art. II. It shall be composed of well accredited mes- 
sengers appointed by regular Baptist churches which are 
united in this union. 

Art. III. Its meetings shall be annual. 
Art. IV. Its officers shall be a Moderator, Clerk and 
Treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot at each session 
and hold office till their successors are declared duly 
elected. Provided, that non-election of Treasurer shall 
not interfere with organization. 

Art. V. The Association cannot rule, but may ad- 
vise, the churches. But it has a full right to reject the 
messengers of any church not in order in faith or practice. 
Art. VI. Petitions for membership must be by letter 
and one or more messengers, and the Association, in each 
case, is to judge on the question of reception. 

Art. VII. Each church of fifty members or less shall 
have three me'ssengers, and one messenger for each fifty 
or fractional number over fifty. 

Art. VIII. This Association is in fnll sympathy 
with the spirit and ready to correspond and co-operate 
with all regular Misssionary organizations for the spread 
of the gospel and the extension of the Redeemer's king- 
dom on earth ; but a difference of opinion on these mat- 
ters shall not necessarily involve the question of fellow- 
ship. 

Art. IX. Churches composing this body will be ex- 
pected to contribute to and sustain a contingent fund, 
which shall be deposited by the messengers at each an- 
nual meeting with the Finance Committee, and other 
contributions for benevolent purposes will be earnestly 
sought and fostered by the Association. 

Art. X. This Association shall take cognizance of no 
query from the churches unless they have endeavored to 
solve the same and have failed; nor of any difficulties be- 
tween churches unless they have pursued the directions 
contained in the 18th Chapter of Matthew and have not 
been able to settle them. Then the Association shall 
take such matters into consideration and act upon them 
at its discretion. 

Art. XI. This Constititution, or any article, may be 



amended or abolished at a regular meeting", on the con- 
currence of a vote, by standing-, of two-thirds of the mes- 
sengers present. Provided, that such intended chang-e 
is announced by the Moderator at least six hours before 
action is taken.

REPORT ON PERIODICALS AND LITERATURE. 

Worldly enterprises have not been slow to recognize 
and utilize the mighty agency of the press to accomplish 
their work and ends — through which much has been 
offered to the public that contains error and corruption, 
and if read and believed is calculated to do much harm, 
especially among the young. We, as Christians and as 
Baptists, should be as wise as others, as regards the 
great power of the press. There is no good reason why 
this great agency should not be employed to advance the 
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cause of Christ. As to this fact, we believe that our 
people are being thoroughly awakened. 

Much has been done by the Baptists to give the world 
the Bible, and moral and religious literature; much 
more remains to be done. We should not be content to 
be behind others in this work. We cannot afford it. 
This is evinced by the fact that now we have literature 
and periodicals touching upon every point of interest in 
regard to our denomination. 

Your committee would most earnestly urge an in- 
creased interest in our denominational newspapers and 
other p.riodicals. Many good papers are in reach of 
us, but we would especially recommend the "Alabama 
Baptist" as cur State paper, and the "Foreign Mission 
Journal." 

Your committee believes that our literature in the 
main is good ml scriptural, worthy of our reading and 
support and recommending to the consideration of other 
people. It is said of our ripest scholars and best men, 
that they were lovers of good books, patient and dili- 
gent students of the world's best literature, which is a 
good fertilizer to the mind, and needs to be used fre- 
quently in connection with our Bibles. 

We think that our Sunday School literature is equal 
to any that is published ; and as Southern Baptists we 
should be true and loyal to every earnest effort to sup- 
port and build it up, that it may surpass any within the 
bounds of orthodox Christendom. We should see that 
our Sunday Schools are wyll fupplied with our own 
Sunday School literature. Therefore, your committee 
would earnestly recommend to the patronage of the 
churches of the Calhoun County Association our own 
home series of Sunday School literature — 'Convention 
Series."

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The Sunday School is a necessity; a necessity to 
the children, the family, society, church and state. 
Without Sabbath schools, what would we have." A 
garden all grown over with weeds and thistles; the 
Children, thl rising, generation, with little or no reli- 
gious instruction, knowledge. 

The Sunday School is a necessity, because every 
child will be in some Sunday School. Put your child 
into Christ's Sunday School, or Satan will put your 
children into his Sunday school; and instead of the 
children being tanght of the Lord, they will be taught 

Sunday Schools are now more a necessity than ever 
before. There are more things now to a ttract and dis- 
tract the mind, not onlv of children but adults. The 
ends of the world (the ages) are come upon us. lhe 
tide in the affairs of men, government, nations and the 
world, has come, and must be taken. It is the rush of 
Tges And parents are in this rush and hurry; and 
many have not time, or do not take time, to give their 
children sufficient Bible and religious instruction. Hence 
they turn their children over to the Sabbath School to 
receive such instruction. 

And there are Sunday Schools equal to this demand. 
There are more schools and better ones than ever before. 
There are Sunday Schools in nearly all the churches in 
this Association. But they are run by only a moiety ot 
the church membership. This should ^not be ^so. Every 
adult member of the church should attend Sunday 
School. Parents should not say, -Children, gc , tc ^Sun- 
day School;" but, "Come, let us go to Sunday School ' 
Children naturally want to go where their parents go. 
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Then, to hate a good Sunday School, one that-will do 
good; let all go to it, and do all they can to make it 
good. If all Would do, then they could do all, and our 
Sunday Schools would not freeze out in winter nor dry 
up in summer. 

The Calhoun County Baptist Sunday School Con- 
vention since its organization has had two sessions, one 
at Oxford and one at Alexandria. 

And your committee report that the Baptist Sunday 
School Convention has not had that support and encour- 
agement* that its. importance demands. And we urge 
the Association at this session to pledge to this Sunday 
School Convention such support and encouragement as 
shall make it a great power for good in the future.

EEPOKT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

State Missions was inaugurated in this State about 
twenty years since. The first Board of State Missions 
was organized and located in Talladega in 1875; and 
Rev. T. M. Bailey was employed as corresponding secre- 
tary and evangelist. Up to that time no organized effort 
had been made to evangelize the State, and develop 
the benevolence of the Baptists; and hence, for several 
years the results were somewhat discouraging, and the 
contributions from our churches and people very small. 
After a few years the board was located in Selma, and 
the work' prosecuted with more gratifying results. 

After the resignation of Rev. T. M. Baily as cor- 
responding secretary, 'Rev. W. B. Crumpton was elected 
to that very important position, and has prosecuted the 
work, under adverse circumstances part of the time, 
faithfully, persistently and successfully. 

The board had, for the year ending June 30, 1895, 
in its employ about forty men, thirteen of whom were 
mission ar} T colporters. 

Days of service, 5,011. Miles traveled, 30,461. 
Sermons delivered, 2,332. Baptised, 337; baptised by 
others, 369. Received by letter, 305. Restored, 42. 

Prayer meetings held, 639. Churches visited, 613. 
Visits made, 7,127. Subscribers to Alabama Baptist 
secured, 287; subscribers to Foreign Mission Journal 
secured, 129. Pages tracts distributed, 23,566. Number 
of books sold, 994. Value books sold, $474.82. 

Number of Bibles and Testaments sold, 617; value 
of Bibles and Testaments sold, §600.83. Number of 
Bibles and Testaments donated, 80; value of Bibles and 
Testaments donated. $14.90. Families found destitute 
of Bible, 40. • 

Cash collected for meeting houses $477.90. Col- 
lected for missions, $1,525.27. 

Nineteen youug preachers aided in Howard College, 
and six in our Seminary at Louisville, Ky.

In 1882, Alabama's contributions to Home Missions 
aggregated only $^26.96, and to Foreign Missions 
$1,933.54. 

It will be seen from the foregoing figures, that we 
are improving in the way of benevolence: but the times 
and circumstances demand greatly increased liberality. 
The State Board of Missions has accomplished great 
good in establishing Baptist Churches in destitute sec- 
tions, anii in developing such communities in the country 
and in t .\vns and cities that otherwise would doubtless 
have been .».st to us as a denomination. 

Tli i • Corresponding Secretary of the State Board, 
Rev. \Y. B. Crumpton. who is a faithful, earnest, inde- 
fatigable C itristian worker, collects throughout this 
State not on'v for State, but also for Home and Foreign 
Missions: which saves these latter boards largely In 
expenses, and is developing our people in the Christian 
grace ot benevolence. In this great work he needs the 
earnest o operation of ail Baptist past.rsand preachers 
:.: the State, which he has n»t hitherto secured. We 
believe our people will furnish th.> means necessary to 
carry on all our mission w.rk. if our preachers will'dis- 
charge their duty in giving them the necessary informa- 
tion, and appealing to them resruiarlv and systematically 
to contribute liberally to send the g.spel to those who 
have it not. Some progress has been made in this direc- 
tion within the past decade, but in this age of electricity 
when a nation is born and dies in a c^av. ?;ill greater and 
more rapid progre^ towards eran^lizing the worid 
s-.ouaj be made. The masses look to their spiritual 
advisers and leaders for information, encouragement and 
example. And if they are educated to contribute re*ru- 
larly. systematically and liberals as a Christian du*tv 
to support the gospel at home, they will certainly rel 
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spond to appeals to send it abroad. Then, as we believe 
that all who do not repent and believe will finally be 
eternally lost, and as multitudes are perishing 1 daily 
without an intelligent knowledge of the plan of salva- 
tion, it behooves all who love our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ, to be more earnest, zealous, faithful and liberal 
in trying to evangelize the world. 

The State Board of Missions, and our Bible and 
Colpor age Board are now located in Montgomery, Ala. 
Rev. W. B. Crumpton is corresponding secretary of the 
former, and Bro. J. B. Collier manager of the latter, 
which is under the management and control of the State 
Board. 

Your committee would earnestly urge all Sunday 
Schools in our Association to order their literature, 
Bibles, Testaments and religious books from J. B. Collier, 
as they can purchase of him at publisher's prices, obtain 
what they want more readily than of publishers, and 
will thus be aiding our State Mission work materially.

Report on Home Missions was read by Jas. Crook: 

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

A little more than a half century ago a convention 
of consecrated Christian brethren from Baptist churches 
throughout the Southern States, assembled in the city of 
Auarusta, Georgia, formed our Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, and trusting only in God's unmerited favor for the 
success of the organization, adopted as a rule of action 
and measure of evangelical activity, this inspiring senti- 
ment: "Our objects are the extension of the Messiah's 
kingdom and the glory of our God." 

To what extent our blessed Master has sanctified 
their efforts, is attested with great emphasis .in the work 
of "Missions," through which the gospel has been carried 
into destitute places, and from the continually increasing 
harvest, our faithful and self-sacrificing laborers have 
been enabled to more efficiently prosecute the work of 
gathering sheaves into the garner of our Lord. 
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While our several Mission boards— Foreign. State 
and Home — have been wonderful lv blessed in their sev- 
eral fields of Christian endeavor, the especial object of 
this report is to call attention to the grand achievements 
of the Home Board, as an agency blessed of God, for 
spiritual conquest, and to aid in 'executing- the gran d 
commission: "Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature." 

On the 8th day of May. 1845, when the Southern 
Baptist Convention was organized, the aggregate mem- 
bership of all the Southern Baptist churches was 450 t 00 
and on the 1st day of May, 1895, it had increased to 
2,(>00,000; and yet. by the gradual influx and natural 
increase of populati;u, there are within the bounds of 
the Convention and the field of the Home Mission Board 
to-day, more unreg-enerate persons under Baptist influ- 
ence than there were when the Convention was org-anized 
and the Home Board beg-an its work under it. 

For tiie first time in the historv of our country the 
tide of immigration has turned to the Southern States 
and the tramp of thousands and tens of thousands are 
already heard crossing- our Southern threshold, in search 
of homes on our generous soil and beneath our o-enial 
skies. & 

As colony after colony is established among- us 
many of whom are foreigners, strangers to the genius 
and spirit ot our institutions and ignorant of apostolic 
faith and practice, it is needless for vour committee to 
insist upon that which must be apparent to every reflect- 
ing mimi, to-wit: that the labors of the Home Mission 
tfoard: must necessarily become more onerous and exact- 
ing, and contributions from our churches must be larger 
it we would meet the increasing demand for effictent 
home mission work.

Wright: 

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Your Committee on Foreign Missions have not 
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report of work in foreign 'fields before them for the past 
year, and cannot give accurately statistics of same; but 
are sufficiently informed to state that much progress has 
been made during- the past year in all the foreign fields. 

Many new missionaries have been sent out within 
last twelve months, and stations reinforced. But the 
Macedonian cry is, still, "Come over and help us" — and 
more than ever before, we need men and money. 

In China and Japan there has been war during- past 
twelve months, and persecutions and massacres of Chris- 
tians in China, Armenia and other foreign lands. 

But, as persecutions at Jerusalem scattered the dis- 
ciples abroad, so we believe the persecutions in foreign 
lands will fall out to the furtherance of the g-ospel. 

There are about 800,000,000 heathen— 12 heathen 
to 1 Christian. 

These nations are dead in sin and trespass. We 
cannot raise the dead, but we can roll away the stone, 
and call on the Lord to do the work. Much has been 
done; but, count nothing done, so long as so much 
remains to be done. The field is white to the harvest; 
but the field will not come to the reaper — the reaper 
must g-o to the field. World will not come to the church 
—the church must go to world. Let each g-o, or send to 
heathen world. 

The needs of the Foreign Mission Board are very 
great and pressing at this time, and we urge all our 
churches in this Association to increase their contribu- 
tions to the cause of Foreign Missions.

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

In the absence of the able chairman appointed for 
this report at the last meeting of this body,'we beg to 
submit the following: e 

It is almost needless for us to say in this report to 
this intelligent ^ body, that "General Education" is a 
S2L.1 ^f^ 11 ^ ^ importance to us as a Christian 
people-that "General Education" which not only builds 
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the intellectual but moral part of our beings; for we 
assume that intellectual, without moral education, furn- 
ishes its possessor with a dangerous weapon with which 
to fight the great battle of life. 

While we, as a religious denomination, have met on 
this occasion to discuss and devise the best means for 
the greatest development of our Christian religion, your r 
committee would first ask, Where and how should this 
work be accomplished? 

God's word, the book of books to us, and our civil i- 
zatiqn, tells us, "To train up a child in the way he 
should go, and when he is old he will not depart from it." 
Here is told us when and where this training, or educa- 
tion, should begin — in childhood, at home, in the family 
circle. 

If some of us are ready to say we are not competent 
to educate our children, we make a shameful report on 
our profession as Christians, for we have only to live our 
religion in its true sense, Christ-like, before our children, 
to educate them and lay the broad foundation for all the 
moral and intellectual culture that can afterwards be so 
successfully given them. 

Your ccmmittee claims that the moral culture should 
if possible be first, and then go hand in hand with the 
intellectual into wider and grander fields of high attain- 
ments; and we are glad to-day that we have denomina- 
tional institutions that furnish these facilities for draw- 
ing" out and making useful all these grand endowments, 
so wisely bestowed upon us as beings of God's own 
creation. 

Your committee would not close without making 
special mention of some of the grand institutions. 
Among them is the Judson, which for more than a half 
century has been sendSing- out its polished young- women 
to take charge of the affairs of home, and make them 
places where culture, both moral and intellectual, are 
well looked after. Also, the "Howard College," for 
young men, which for years and years has been sending 
out religious, cultured young men, to fill our pulpits and 
high places, both of church and state. Also, our Semi- 
nary at L<ouisville needs no commendation at our hands. 

We believe as a denomination that it is our duty to 
maintain and support such institutions as far as in our 
power. And above all, let us have moral education at 
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home; then intellectual, to the extent of our means; and 
denominational, if possible.

The report on Orphans' Home was read by Abner 
Williams: 

report on orphans' home. 

Your Committee on Orphans' Home report as fol- 
lows: A permanent Home for Orphans has been estab- 
lished in Evergreen, Ala. The Home consists of a sub- 
stantial brick building- and eighty acres of land, which 
was purcnased by the Alabama Baptist Convention for 
$5,000 — to be paid in three annual instalments, with 
interest on the deferred payments. The first payment 
was paid at maturity. There is a balance of $273.00 
on the second payment, overdue since January 1, 1895. 
The last payment will amount to about $1,930, which 
falls due January 1. 1896. 

There haw been received into the Home 48 children. 
Eleven have been adopted and received info other fami- 
lies; one has been apprenticed out. The older children 
attend school; the younger are taug-ht at the Home. 
The boys are taught farm work; the girls Various kinds 
of housework. Seven of them have been baptised, and 
these have org-anized a child's praver-meefing-, in which 
they themselves lead. 

Your committee has information that there is a lack 
of funds to defray current expenses for necessary food 
and clothing- for the children; and that a debt of between 
$150.00 and $200.00 has on this account been incurred. 

We would recommend that the Calhoun County 
Association adopt some plan by which we mav raise, at 
least, our prorata of the amounts necessary to payoff 
the debts against the Home. And 'we further suggest 
that each Sunday School in the Association set apart 
one Sunday in each month for a collection for the 
Orphans' Home.

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 



We live in an age that is critical in its tastes, exact- 
ing in its demands, rapid in its mental processes, intol- 
erant of dullness, clamoring for scientific methods, con- 
cise statements, average, method, busied with a thousand 
things besides religion. 

And how shall the minister of God successfully meet 
the demands of the age, the cavils of the world, the 
needs of the church, and be able to carry out his Lord's 
great commission to the world? To succeed, the man of 
God must be thoroughly furnished unto all good works; 
must be a scribe well instructed unto the Kingdom of 
God.. 

It is presupposed that the minister is regenerated, 
has the grace of God, and a divine call to the work. 
But he must have more. Grace does not give him a 
knowledge of Greek, a divine call will not fill his head 
with biblical lore, and even an "emotion from the holy 
one" only quickens what is; but it imparts no new gift 
or faculty. Literary qualifications for the ministry are 
not acquired by supernatural agency, but by the slow, 
laborious process of hard study. Study the word of God, 
and every study calculated to throw light upon that 
word. God does not study grammar for the man; he 
must do that himself. ''Study to show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth not be ashamed." 

Every preacher must be educated — not necessarily 
graduated; but his mind must be disciplined and enriched 
somewhere — in the college, in the high school, in the 
workshop, in the counting-room, anywhere, only let it 
be somewhere. 

The priest's lips should keep knowledge. But they 
cannot keep knowledge unless they have it; and to get 
it, is no shorthand, hotbed process. It means years of 
hard study under the best masters. 

Moses "was skilled in all the wisdom of the Egyp- 
tians;" yet he had to be trained, go to school forty years 
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in the wilderness before he was a competent leader and 
lawgiver t > Israel. Paul was a highly educated man 
when converted and called to the ministry. At first 
some of the apostles were "ignorant and unlearned 
men," but the}- did not remain such. All the apostles, 
except Paul, w^nt to school to Christ for three years; all 
were instructed by him; and he graduated them on the 
day of Pentecost, when the Holy Spirit "indued them 
with power from on high," made polyglot, master of 
many languages. Then, and not until then, were they 
made competent to carry the great commission: "Go 
ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature." 

Hence, to all who are called to enter upon this great 
work, the duty is plain. It is: Educate, educate yourself. 
All the facilities for the highest literary and theo- 
logical education are found in Howard College, East 
Lake, Ala., and the Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Kentucky.
